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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place tlie application In condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Fenty does not teacli 
transfer pieces, but Fenty teaclies tine assembly of 58,60, and 62 which provides a support surface for the products (03 L49-54). 
Applicant further argues that Lago does not teach use id an inside chain and features related to a multiple chin drive system, but Lago 
teaches a chain conveyor comprises a first and secind endless chains formed ny interlinked annular guides defining (C1 L21-25) and 
toothed wheels generally engage tangentially and underneath the chain (01 L34-36). The applicant never distincts between horizontal or 
vertical in the recited claims, but does agree that Lago teaches horizontally toothed driving wheel engages in the inner side of the chain. 
In additon, Applicant claims that Lago does not teach the.use of inside and outside sprockets, but Lago teaches a toothed wheel engaging 
the inner side of the chain as well a single toothed wheel is used on the outer side of the chain of the belt (02 L9-10). Claim 1 was 
rejected with the reference Killen for the teachings of a speed change gear drive. Although Killen teaches an appartus to convey bottles 
vertically, but it is the teachings of the conventional variable speed input drive (04 115-16). Killen also teaches multiple chain drive system 
driven by sprockets along the chain (04 LI 8-25). Between the three inventions recited, the applicant claims have been shown and with an 
understanding to combine. The combination of Lago and Killen allows the conveyor of Fenty to accesibke for adjustments with various 
operating speeds and the reduction of noise and vibrations through the use a mulitple chain system. For the recited reasons, claims 13- 
19 stand rejected. 
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
